Count Ziazendort, the Emperor’s Plenipotentiary, 
has communicated the Articles of Peace, to the Mini- 
iters of the Princes of the Empire, who were under no 
imal] uneafinefs, but are now very well fatisfy’d with 
the Care that has been taken ofthe Intereft of Germany 
in thofe Preliminaries, efpecially in relation to Stratz- 
hurgh, which being as well fortity’d as Are cou’d make 
ic, will prove a ftrong Bulwork to the Empire: By one 
ot the Articles a Ceflation of Arms is agreed upon to 
commence from the Exchange of the Ratifications and 
continue ca the aft of Auguit,by which time “tis chought 








the Treaty for a General Peace will be crncluded, tho’ 
there be feveral important Peints to be adjufted, which 
cou’d not be fettled in the Preliminaries: That ‘tis re. 
ported the French King is to deliver up the whole Spanifh 
Monarchy by the rft of Auguft, or elfe to joyn with 
the Allies to drive out the Duke of Anjou ; to acknow- 
ledg the Queen of Great Britain, (7c.

Hat is the Sin againft the Holy Gok ¢ 
Are any now capable of committing it? 
Your Opinion of Dr. Hammond, who 
fays that the Unpardonablene{s of that 

provoking Sin confifis in no more than this, namely, that it 

requires a fpecial and particular Repentance. ; 

Anfw. The Queftions being ot no inconfiderable impor- 
tance we thal! offer a full difcutfion of the matter. 

It is matter of Surprize, that fome Learned Men fhou'd 
be fo ftrangely puzzled to find out this Unpardonable Sin, 
and that fuch variety of Opinions fhou’d be ftarted about 
it, when the Context leads us fo direttly to it. For fince 
the Pharifees committed a very heinous Sin, and were 
fharply rebuk’d for it by our Lord, who concluded his 
rebuke with fo terrible a Sentence, will not the common 
Mode of fpeecis and argument direct us to the fin commit- 
ted by the Pharilees, howe: -r other Confiderations may 
authorize fome imall diftinction. And the Pharifees fin is 
contain’d in Mat.12.24. But when the Pharifees heard tt, they 
(aid, this fellow doth not caft out Devils, but by Beelzebub, the 
Prince of the Devils. Whence to Blafpheme the Holy 
Ghoft is, according to the Definition of very Judicious 
Divines, Malicioufly, Obftinately, Deliberately, and Ver- 
bally, (for fuch were the concomitant Circumftarices of 
the Pharifees Rlafphemy)to Afcribe the Miracles,wrought 
by the Holy Ghott, ocularly demonftrated and perform’d, 
in atreftation of the Gofpel,to Atcribe thofe Pure, thole 
Divine, thofe Gracious Miracles, to an Impure, Ill-de- 
fiyning, Infernal Agency. But fome Great Men are ot 
opinion,that the Unpardonableneds of this horrid Blafphe- 
my was not to commence tilltheday of Pentecefi. Which 
Opinion of theirs has for its foundation the tucceeding 
Arguments. : 

1. Becaufe Chrift at the tine,the Pharifees Blafphem’d 
his Miracles, was in a mean condition, in a ftate of Hu. 
miliarion, a Servant in appearance, he was not as yet 
Afcended up oh High, Glorified in Heaven, Seated on 
the Right Hand of God. And therefore to Afperte the 
Miracles done by fo obfcure a perfon, by one acting as 
the Sonof Man, is not chargeable with the fame degree ot 
Guilt,as to Calumniate the fame miraculous Performances, 
while done by the Authority of Him, who was now de- 
clar’d to be rifen from the Dead, to be the Son of God, 
the Lord of Life, a Triumphant Soveraign, an Univertal 
Monarch. 

2. Our Lord promifes thefe very Blafpheming Phari- 
fees, even after they had been guilty of fo inexculable a 
Blaiphemy ; he promiies them one Miracle more in or- 
cer to their Conviction, to wit, that greateft of Mira- 
cles, his Refurrection trom the Dead. And this matura!ly 
{uppofes them as yet not excluded the Poffibility ot Be- 
lewing to Salvation. 

3- Our Lord, while ready to expire upoa the Crofs, 
feems to pray for all his Murderers, of whom thefe Phe- 
tilees were no doubt a part ; Father, forgive them, for they 
know not what they do But we cannot fuppofe, that he 
wou'd pray tor their Forgivenefs, who had committed 
afin, that was never to be forgiven. 

4. St. Peter in his Sermon to the People, in 47. 3.17. 
has theie remarkable Exprefltons. And now, Brethren, J 
wot, that through ignorance you did it, as did alfo your Ku. 
LERS. And theretore he feems to excule thele very 
Pharifees themfelves on the fcore of Ignorance, and de- 
clare them capable of Salvation on the neceflary condi- 
tions of Faith and Repentance, 

§- The Defceat of the Holy Ghoft on the day of Pen- 
tecuff was to compleat the Gofpel-atteftation, and afford 
the lait means of Conviétion to the Unbelieving Fewer. 
Bat for any of them to caft fo malicious a Slander upon 
the very laft means of Conviétion afforded them is the 
higheit dearce ot Obftinacy, and therefore the molt likely 
to be Unpardonable, , 
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6. In Fobn the 7th,v. 39. weread, The Holy Ghoft wa 
not yet given, becaufe that Chrift was not yet Glorified. Thar 
is, tho’ he was in tome meature given to the Apoftles be. 
tore the Glorification of our Lord, yet he was not given 
them in fo extraordinary manner, as he afterwards was 
on the day of Pentecoft; he was not given in fuch plentj. 
ful Effufions to all thofe, who were thought worthy of fo 
Divine a Gift, ashe was under that Glorious Difpenfa- 
tion, wherein he Perfonated our Glorified Redeemer, 
was conftituted, as ir were, his Viceroy, his Deputy on 
Farth, Triumph’d over the Infidelity of the Heathen 
World, and converted all Nations to the Obedience of 
Chrift. And therefore fo opprobrioully to Blafpheme that 
Bletled Spirit, while acting in fo Glorious a manner, what 
Guilt more worthy to be declar’d unpardonable. 

There is another reafon offer'd by very confiderable 
Perfons in confirmation of the cafe before us. But as we 
think it to have no manner of weight, fo it may not be 
improper to conftute it, left we fhou'd be thought guilty of 
a culpable omiflion in not propofing what feems to fome 
a very cogent Argument. 

1. From that foremention’d paflage, the Holy Ghofé 
was not as yet given, fome argue, that therefore he was 
not capable of being Blafphem’d. But this is a piece oi 
Sophiftry, tho’ fincerely intended by the Propofers. For 
tho’ he was not given in the fame manner, he afterwards 
was, as we have obfervd above, he was yet before fo 
given as to be capable of being Blafphem’d. For did he 
not take up his Refidence in our Saviour immediate to his 
Baptifm, in as much as @¢ pleas'd the Father, that in him 
fhou'd all Fulnels dwell. And indeed the Holy Ghoft, as 
refiding in our Saviour, was actually Blafphem’d by the 
malicious Pharifees, however fuch Blafphemy might nor 
be unpardonable. But, 

2. They confirm this Argument by a Diftinétion be. 
tween the Holy Ghoft, and the Spirit, alledging, that the 
Holy Ghoft imports the fame Third Perfon in the Trinity 
with the Spirit, but under the capacity of Lluminaring 
the Underftanding, as in the Gift of Prophecy oa 
Tongues; and noc of conferring the Gift of Miracles. 
But we cannot allow of the Diltinctioa for the follow. 
ing Reafons: 4. This Diftinction is intirely Grounded 
on the bare addition of the Epithet, Holy. For Ghoft and 
Spirit are both of them expreft by the fame word avetxua, 
in the Greck Original. And is not the Holine{s of the Blet 
fed Spirit as much difplay’d in the Gift of Miracles as 
in the Gift of Tongues 2 Befides it is 2 r- tncommon 
mode of tpeech to apply Epithets to i’erlo.., < ‘ile 
{peaking of actions, wherein fuch Epithets are not at all 
concern'd, 2. Some are of opinion, that the Enither, 
Holy, in the above recited Text was not in the tirft Origi- 
nal. And this opinion is founded on Grigen’s conftant o- 
miffion of it in all his Quotations of the pafiae>, and ix 
that 1c is not expounded by the Syriack and Vulgar frane 
{lators. 3. There isa promiicuous ulage of the ‘Lerms ia 
the New Teftament. 4. St. Lake, while even {peaking of 
the very Gift of Tongues, makes ufe of both Expreftions, 
for in 44.2.4 wercad, And they were all fill’'d with the 
Holy Ghojt, and began to freak with other Tongues, as the 
Spirit gave them utrerance. 

To the Second Queftion, Whether that Unpardonable 
Sin may be now committed, we aniwer, that tome are ot 
opinion, that it cannot, fince we are not Eve-witnefles to 
the Miracles wrought in Confirmation of the Gofpel. 
But here we wou'd obferve, that to afcribe thole Mira- 
cles to a Diabolical power is to tuppoie that they were 
actually pertorm’d, and therefore procedes not trom a wa- 
vering taith as to the beliet of their A¢tual Performance. 
But then we may obferve withal, chac the fight of iuch 
Miraculous Gperations ig apt to make a more lively im. 
gredion es then Jjivinity on the Mind, than a belief tuund- 
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and therefore Argues 2 more 
Heinous Degree ot Obitinacy in the Impious ag gest 
However, we cannot too cautioufly abitain from e 
manner of Approaches to fo Irretrievable a Guilt. _\ e 
fhou'd do well to make that Petition of the Pfalmijf Co 
hecome a part ot our Daily Prayer ; Keep thy Servant Spe 
Pye(amptuous Sins, let they get the Dominion over me; 10 Jrate 
I be undefiled, and Innocent from the Great Offence. On the 
other fide we hope, that thote Pious, but Melancholy 
Perlons, who Torture themfelves with the Neediels Fears, 
le? they fhou’d have been Guilty of fuch dreadtul Bhal- 
: will difcharge their Fears, will difmits their Jes . 
Gace they fee the Nature of this Unpardonable 
<i. And indeed, if we were at alofs to know, what this 
Gin were, yet the fincere repentance, and blamelets Carriage 
of fuch Jealous Perions, whatever Enormuties they might 
have formerly been guilty of, evidently Demonlirate, 
that it is Impoflible, they fhou’d have ever fallen into fo 
f-recoverable a State, as we have clearly prov’d in a tor- 
ser Paper, to which our Index w ill direét them. . 
To the third Queftion, concerning our Opinion of Dr. 
ziammond, that the Blafphemy again{t the Holy Ghoft re- 
esa Special and particular Repentance, we think it 
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i; ble to the following Objections, — — 
. All known Sins require a Special and particular Re- 
pentance, ; _ ve eee 
>, Sins of a very Enormous Nature, fuch as Murder 
and Adultery, require a more than Ordinarily Special 
and particular Repentance. And when we oblerve the 
Solemn Repentance of an Adulterous and Elood guilty 
David, fo Pathetically exhibited in the 51 Pfalm, upon 
Dr. Hammond's Expolition it will be hard to find a Diftin- 
Gion between this terrible Blafphemy, and the Pfalmift's 
moplicated Guilt. A . 
». So Plain an Expreflion as that of our blefled Lord's, 
+ phall never be forgiven, ought not to be limited by a Fi- 
rucative Acceptance, unlels Juitified by Subftantial Kea- 
fons. But the Blafphemy againtt the Holy Ghott, as a- 
hove expounded, is Sinning with fo very High an Hand, 
that we have no reafon to Mollity the Letter. ; 
4. Put our Lord, as tho’ on purpote to Prevent fo 
Mollitying an Expofition, thinks it not fufficient to fay, 
it fall never be forgiven, but adds withal, neither in this 
World, neither inthe World to come. And the Dottor’s in- 
terpretation of the Words, as Alluding to the Fewifh No- 
tion of fome Sins not Attoneable by Sacrifice, makes Pal- 
pably againit him. é 
Tis true, we muft acknowledge with that Learned 
Man, that whoever fincerely Repents and leads a Godly 
Lite, all the Sins, he has committed, will be readily tor- 
given him. But fince no Man can Repent without God's 
Afiifting Grace, we therefore think, that God will never 
afford his Aflifting Grace to fo Profligate a Wretch, as 
hasdar’d to Blafpheme his Holy Spirit. 
Buc fince we have ipoken above of Ocular Demonttra- 
-ion, of Eye-witnefles, it may perhaps be Objected, that 
Phartlees {aw not the Miracle, which was the occ:- 
éon of their Blafphemy. For it is faid, when the Phari- 
tees Heard it, &c. to which we reply, that tho’ the Phae 
ei/estaw notthat very Miracle of Chrilt’s, they yet had 
iny of ‘his other Miracles, and therefore coud nor 
pouibly Demur to the Report of that, as we find, they 
‘id got, by their Malicious Blafphemy. . 
«>. rhe other Night, as 1 was going to Drury-Lane Play- 
oa Lady of the Town came and gave me a Chuck unde: 
Chin with ber Fan, and ask'd me if T would not give her 
- Play, U told ber I was engagd; and atthe {ame time I 
i fine Cambrick Handkerchief out of ker Pocket, and {o 
weartrom her. Ibis indeed a thing I never did before, nor did 
(do véthen for Gain, but twas to reward her Impudence, for 
i cave tie Handkerchief away. Now I defire to know whether 
cas any Sin to commit thar Theft. 
4. Tuttice is a Matter of the moft Nice concern, asin 
, Mautner the Foundation of all Moral Virtues, and 
ore the Meum and Tuum mult be Iaviolably pre- 
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rvd. Whence, as Civil Inftitutions are moftly conver- 
sant ia the leveral Branches of Property, fo allo are even 
Military Laws. And tho’ the Soldier may think himfeit 


a kind of Lawlefs Perion, as one at liberty to Pillage at 
his Plealire, yet he may learn his Duty from that Pre- 

ptot the Baprilt: Do Violence to No Man. To No Man; 
No, not to you: very Enemies, any farther than the Pru- 
dential Management ot War will bear you Harmlets. 
il the Wickednefs of the Perfon, whofe

am Opiuon toever the Kemani/ts may entertain of Us, 
Who Diflent trom chem, yet they can never Vindicate 
that aflertion of theirs upon the Principles of Morality, 
much lefs upon thote of Chriftianity; no Faith is to be 
kept with Hereticks. What a Reproach therefore is a Ro- 
man Kegulus to thefe pretending followers of Chrift 2 
What an Indelible Reproach is that taithful Heathen, 
who cheertully fubmitted to the Fierceft Torments of the 
mott inventive Malice, rather than forfeit his Word. with 
a kaithiels People? 2 People, whofe Treachery and De- 
ceit became a Proverb ; Punica Fides, Carthaginian Faich ; 
to wit, by way ot dnzithefis. And hence it is, that St. 
Anjtin preters Regulus to Cato Uticenfis, whole Death was 
leis Honourable thau that of Regulus. 

_And therefore, tho’ you might conceive a juft Indigna- 
tion againit fo Impudent a Strumpet, you fhou’d yet 
have proceeded no farther, than the Law wou'd War- 
rant you; which had you put in Execution, you had at 
once been Authoriz’d by Publick Authority, and given 
a more fuccefstul Check to fucha Gracelefs Perfon. And 
therefore, tho’ you gave away the Handkerchief, yet 
fince you were Liberal of what was not your Own, you 
are under an Obligation to Reftore the Value, if ever an 
Opportunity thou'd prefent it felf. And perhaps the Op- 
portunity of fuch a Reftitution may furnifh you with 
another of Punifhing the Proftitute agreeable to het 
Merits, 

Q. Why doth Nature bring forth Man Naked and D2.

A. Nature (to ufe your Metonymy of the Effect for the 
Caute) has thus order’d the Matter tor fubftantial Rea- 
lons, with provident Defigns.

4. She thus brings us forth, in Order to inftruét us in 
the Important Duties of Modelty and Humility, in the 
midit of our Abundance, in our Greate(t Affuence. For 
it our Hearts be at afy time Elevated with the Pleafing 
Survey of our Great Pofletlions, it will Level our Al- 
piring Thoughts, will Humble our Swelling Pride, as 
often as we reflect on our Priftine State, as often as we 
Confider, that Naked came we ouc of our Mother's 
Vomb.

Inthe Scriptures we 
Read, The Lame Walk; that is, they, who betore were 
Lame, now Walk. And fuch a Figure ts call’d a Trope; 
the Definition of which is a Converfion of a Proper into an 
Iniproper Sente. As Proper fignities not abfur'd (in which 
fenie we fuppole itintended by you) the torefaid Sentence 
is very Proper, becaufe Warranted, in parallel inftances, 
not only by a Commoa Mode both of Speech and Writ. 
ing, but alfo by the Authority of a Rhetorical Figure. 

(). Pray, Gentlemen, what's the Meaning of thofe Figures 
in the firft Column in the Month of January, &c. which are 
in fome of our Common-Prayer Books.
